Less time needed for basic drill means more time to teach understanding and 
application of math concepts. 


Here are a few suggestions: 


1. Before memorizing facts, learners should have a clear understanding of what 
multiplication accomplishes. Many teachers introduce number concepts by 
using manipulative objects such as pennies or wooden blocks. Students 
often benefit from learning to count in groups of twos, threes, and fives. 
They learn that multiplication is repeated addition (3 x 7 is the same as 7 + 
7 + 7). Students should understand why multiplying by zero is always zero 
and why 8 x 4 is the same as 4 x 8. Point out examples of how multiplication 
may be used in everyday life. 


2. Learning sessions need not be lengthy to be effective. Although the 
appropriate length depends on individual attention span, frequent sessions 
of about 15 minutes can produce good results. Students often do best when 
they focus on one song before advancing to other songs. 


3. After memorizing the facts, learners should periodically listen to the entire 
recording to improve speed and maintain retention. Rock ‘N Learn programs 
work well while traveling or during summer vacation. 


4. Unlike some math recordings, answers are never omitted by the performers. 
This is because students may think they know the answers when they 
actually do not. Always hearing the right answer helps prevent incorrect 
associations. Research shows we learn best when we hear complete units 
of information. Encourage learners to say the entire facts, even if they must 
answer after the performer. 


5. As an alternate activity, have students complete the work sheet for a song 
and then listen to the program to check answers. 


6. In completing the math mazes, students may either solve each fact as they 
go along or solve all the facts and then work the maze.
